DESIGN YOUR 
OWN SWEATER 

New web-based software lets you 
create your own knitting patterns 




Afterthe economy in Iceland collapsed in 
2008 Sverrir Petursson became aware that a 
new generation of knitters emerged. When he 
wondered why his wife and son’s fiance were 
knitting patterns of others, they told him that 
it was to difficult to make up their own. So he 
used his skills to help them. 

He tells us, “Ittook me a yearto thinkthings 
out before I started writing any code. In January 
2011 1 published the first version to the web.” 
The main purpose of the software is to help 
users design a Lopiyoke sweater. The final 
product of the software should be a detailed 
instruction on howto knitthe sweater as a pdf 
documentthatcan be printed orviewed on 
screen. The program’s users selecttension, 
needle size, yarn and colourthen it draws a 
pattern and show’s a 3D model of the sweater. 

Thefuture looks bright as he plans to 
improve the site and make it more userfriendly. 
Tm looking at making it a standalone program 
with more capabilities. With high definition 
imagesto use as a map on the 3D sweater so it 
will look more realistic. It would be great if the 
3D sweaterwould change shape when the user 
selects measurements. I’ve been asked to have 
the selection of an open cardigan with zipper or 
buttons which I’ll lookatthatin thefuture. The 
possibilities are endless and are only limited by 
ones imagination and the time I’ve got.”

» Wool Week 2012 was celebrated in vintage 
style in by the knitters of Andover inspired by 
Beaker Button shop’s owner, Jen Best. The aim 
was to knit socks for troops... 1940’s style. 

With 12 skeins of the new Artesano British 
chunky yarn kindly donated by Artesano, 
over the course of six days socks were cast on 
and completed. Jen tells us there was a great 
atmosphere as people dropped in the shop to 
complete a round or two: “While we knitted 
we had Glenn Miller and other wartime greats 



to entertain us. We ate spam sandwiches and 
dressed up in 1 940’s clothing. We also had very 
informative talks from ‘Mrs. Stacey’, who told us 
howto keep ourselves looking beautiful and neat 
while coping with wartime rationing.” 

The finished socks will be given to soldiers at 
the local Bulford camp, and Jen tells us, “We had 
such a great time we are now moving onto other 
projects, having formed the Spitfire Knitters in 
the process.”

»ln June 2011, The National museum ofthe 
Royal Navy began a community art project 
which got the nation and the Navy knitting. 
When old patterns and projects by 1 850’s 
sailors were discovered in ‘the Department for 
Knitted Garments for the Royal Navy’ the 
museum asked the public and those posted 
on ships to knit or crochet a sea creature for 
the artwork to be displayed in the Family Area. 

Patterns were available for different 
creatures on the website and the event closes 
this January; so far the response has been 
amazing. Jo Valentine, a Community 
Engagement Officer tells us, “It has been a 
greatway to raise awareness ofthe Navy’s 
history of embroidery and knitting, and the 



new HMS-Hear My Story Galleries. Fish and 
other sea creatures have been sent in from all 
over the co untry from individuals and craft 
groups. Some have come with touching 
stories about how knitting has helped them 
find happiness in a time of darkness and has 
also provided people with the opportunity to 
pick up their knitting needles again.”

From novice to master 
in 10,000 hours 

Research by Dr Anders Ericsson states it takes 1 0,000 hours of directed practice 
to become an expert at something. Yarnwise meets with Laura Isaac who is 
tackling this challenge head on by exploring all avenues of knitting

Yarnwise Hi Laura, thanks fortakingtime out 
to speak to us. Can you tell us a little about your 
background and what you do? 

Laura: I'm an interdisciplinary artist living in Kansas 
City. I lookto expand the way audiences can interact 
with my art through social media and using new 
technologies in my performative & community- 
based art projects. Much of my work addresses 
ideas about identity and impermanence. I believe 
the complete art project is not only a single object 



or event but also the interactions and reactions 
of those who experience the art; all aspects taken 
together make the work complete, lama proponent 
of engaged regionalism; the idea that artists working 
in and actively involved with their local communities 
can also engage a larger public using new media to 
reshape traditional ideas about ‘coastal art capitals/ 
My work has been shown in galleries and art venues 
throughout the United States, including Kansas City, 
Santa Fe and New York.

What inspired you to do this ambitious project? 

When I first heard about the current theory by behavioral 
researchers and neuroscientists that it takes a minimum often 
thousand hours of directed practice to develop mastery of any 
given skill, I was intrigued. I wanted to knowwhat that would feel 
like, because they made it clear that it’s not just doing the same 
thingfor ten thousand hours, but constantly pushing yourself; 
always being at the edge of comfort and discomfort. So, I decided 
to take on a ten thousand hours challenge, documenting each step 
of the way and really digging into the subjective experience of it. 

When didyou start this projectand howare you recordingit? 

10,000 Hours is a long-term performative work. The audience can 
drop in and out as they wish. I post my experiences through various 
social media outlets (Facebook, Twitter, Instagram, Foursquare, 
and so on), I regularly update my website and blog, I show various 
aspects of the work in traditional art venues as well, and many 
people talk to me about the entire process in person. It’s been 
interesting hearing from people who’ve followed the project 
from the very beginning in February of 2011 when I had just 
learned howto create a knit stitch, all the way to now. Yesterday 
I managed to fix a mistake in my lace knitting by dropping that 
column down, correctingthe purl-5-togetherthatwasn’tsitting 
correctly on the centred decrease, and then ladder the stitches 
back up. After I did my Victory Lap around the studio I posted 
my achievementto Twitter, feeling certain only the knitters 
would appreciate the experience; but within the hour a few of 
my non-knitting followers had clicked ‘favorite’ for the Tweet, 
congratulated me, and Re-Tweeted it. It’s a little like they’re reading 
someone’s biography as it happens. They’re right there with me as I 
fail and as I slowly but surely develop these skills. 

How do you fit it into your daily life and do you sometimes 
struggle to pick up the knitting needles? 

10,000 Hours is a huge commitment, and it’s one that’s changing 
my life. I knit as often as I can; with two small children and other 



non-knitting-related art commitments, it can be difficult. I average 
around five hours a day of knitting. There are very few days when 
I don’t knit at all. Luckily, I really enjoy it. Although realising that I’ll 
be doing this for at least the next ten years probably carries me a 
fairway in optimistically embracingthe skill, I think I genuinely do 
love knitting. But, of course, there are days and projects that I just 
don’t want to knit... on those days it’s the fact that I’m very publicly 
committed to completing ten thousand hours of knitting which 
drives me on. 

What made you choose knitting? 

I chose knitting because I had absolutely no experience with it at 
all, I would have access to lots of teachers, and I would have visual 
evidence of my progress alongthe way. It would be a complete 
start-to-finish charting of the ten thousand hours experience. I pick 
up knitting knowledge wherever I can. I take lessons locally. I’ve 
gone to retreats and conventions, I search for the better postings 
on YouTube, I read, and I always keep my eyes and ears open when 
I’m around other knitters. It’s amazing the number oftips you can 
pick up in a single knit group if you just stay open to it. 

Are you learning specific skills in knitting? 

So far. I’ve been soaking in as much knitting knowledge as I can. 

I’ve taken classes in and learned techniques on lace, entrelac, 
intarsia, Estonian patent stitches, twined knitting, pattern design, 
and more. Since I came to knitting with absolutely no previous 
experience or knowledge I did not have a syllabus set out for 
myself. I’m just now getting to the point where I’m ready to start 
focusing a bit more. 

Have you started to enjoy certain aspects of knitting yet? 

I’ve decided to really spend the majority of my time on lace 
knitting and accessory design. I love lace. Everything about it. 
Reading the charts, the phrasing of a pattern row, the very real 
potential that a few seconds of lapsed attention can lead to hours 
of undoing/redoing work, the way the bunched upwrinkly mess

danglingfrom the needles becomes elegant gossamer fabric 
once finished and blocked. Lace is a lovely process and I'm, well, 
rather process oriented... hence the whole 10,000 Hours project. 

Designing accessories is another process; one in which I have to 
solve structural as well as aesthetic problems. Creating wearables 
for hands, arms, necks, or heads gives me limitations and pushes 
me to find unique solutions within those confines. I can continue to 
incorporate various knitting techniques into the accessory design 
as well, still allowing me to feed my appetite for various styles, 
techniques, and methods. 

What stage are you at in your 1 0,000 hour challenge? 

I'm closing in on 2,000 hours now. Part of the fun of 1 0,000 Hours 
is exploringthe labels and classifications we put on expertise and

seeing how it correlates to my experience. Once I complete the five 
thousand hour mark I will have a tongue-in-cheek Amateur Hour 
party/exhibit. What I'm looking forward to most, at the end often 
thousand hours, is noting exactly where I am, how my skills have 
developed, and just what territory did I cross in that time? 

From your experience so far has it been what you 
imagined itwould be? 

The part of the process I'm really excited about is the exploration of 
the learning process. I've been reading as many articles as I can on 
neuroscience research and skill development. I'm more and more 
enthralled with the neurological processes that go along with skill 
development. I've started seeking out articles on what happens 



in our bodies as we learn. Then, when I am actually experiencing 
those things, I have this, ‘Oh, so that's what that feels like,' moment. 
My driving force: always asking ‘What's going on here, what effect is 
this having, and what's it like?' Exploring the fascinating and bizarre 
world of subjective experience through objective ends. 

Has there been anythingyou have struggled with 
in the process? 

I've learned to stay calm when I'm learning something, particularly 
if it's something really difficult for me. All of the research I've read 
and my personal experience so far reassures me that of course I'll be 
awful at it for a bit, but with persistence. I'll get it. I've come to crave 
those moments when the floor drops out from underyouasyour 
brain builds new pathways. For example, learning to knit backwards 
(in the opposite direction without turningyourwork) I had a couple 
minutes when I tried to knitthe regular way again and I couldn't 
figure it out. I could see that I had needles and yarn in my hands but 
forthe life of me I just could notfigure outwhatto do with them. 
Then a few minutes later it all came back and I was fine. Moments 
like that can make you panic if you're not expecting them. I think the 
more we understand about what it feels like to develop new skills 
and how our brains work, the less intimidating it is. C

The fear of failure is lessened because you understand that 
failure is unavoidable, in many cases necessary, and eventually you 
get past it. Allowing the room for failure is important. Of course 
you don’t want to fail in the middle of a new sweater with expensive 
luxury yarn and a gift-giving deadline. That’s a terrible time to fail. 
But you have to build in allowances for yourself. I’ve started doing 
knitting etudes; small exercises for the sake of practice. 

The fear of failure is lessenedbecause 
youunderstandthatfailureis 
unavoidable, inmany cases necessary 
and eventuallyyou getpast it 

Doyou think this project has enlightened you? 

This project has already changed me forthe longterm. I am a 
knitter now. There’s yarn all over my house and I can’t imagine 
leaving the house for more than two hours without grabbing a 
project bag on my way out the door. I have designed a few patterns, 
a couple ofwhich are doing well on Ravelry. Recently, I’ve started 
knitting one-of-a-kind accessories for a conceptual fashion 
boutique called Hadley here in Kansas City’s art district. 

What is your favourite fibre/yarn to use? 

I have always been a lover of yarn. Even before I started this project. 
I would just walk into yarn stores and admire the beautiful fibres 
and then sheepishly walkout because I had absolutely no use 
foryarn. I have always wanted to learn howto spin yarn. Oddly, 

I was never drawn to knitting, I truly chose it for the practical 
applications it had to 10,000 Hours. I just recently learned to spin 
with a drop spindle. I’m allergic to wool and I’m vegan so I really love 



cottons, bamboo, and I’ve fallen madly in love with the soy lace 
weight by Habu Textiles out of New York. 

Do you see the influence of knitting enter your other 
aspects of your art now? 

1 0,000 Hours works its way into various aspects of my art practice. 

I was recently invited by a curatorial team working forthe city of 
Grand Rapids, Michigan to bring 10,000 Hours to their major art 
festival, ArtPrize. They wanted me to create an interaction with 
their large sculpture La Grande Vitesse by Alexander Calder. This 
was a huge honour for and such an exciting opportunity as I have 
long been a fan of Calder’s works. 

So the challenge was incorporating knitting into a public 
art installation that had meaningful interaction with the work 
on which it was to be installed. I created a temporary web of 
knitted ropes (large i-cords knitted on size US 17 double points). 

I enlisted the help of the public and even taught many people to 
knit the i-cords. The soft colourful ropes danced in the strong 
Michigan winds and echoed the forms of the steel sculpture while 
referencing Calder’s wire works and mobiles. Dark Horse Yarn and 
The Studio Knitting and Needlepoint of Kansas City provided the 
yarn and needles forthe installation. The installation, 10,000 Hours 
- La Grande Vitesse, ended up in the top 25 jurors’ list and top five 
for best use of urban space. The entire experience was amazing... 
but I’m nottoo keen on knitting i-cords anymore. 

So what’s next? 

What will I do next? I’ve got a while to think about that. I have other 
art projects continuing alongside 1 0,000 Hours all the time, but I 
don’t know if I’ll take on another project that’s quite so massive. It’s 
hard to say. And, of course, I will continue to knit. There’s no way I 
can walkawayfrom it atthis point. M

Using a provisional method, cast on 112 sts. 
Next row (WS): Sll, purl to last st, sll . 

Work Rows 1-12 of Chart A: Print O' the Wave, 
working 17-st repeat four times across row. 

Work Rows 1-6 of Eyelet Section. 




Work Rows 1-10 of Chart B: Elm Leaf three times, 
working 15-st repeat seven times across row. 



Work Rows 1-12 of Chart C: Hearts once, working 12- 
st repeat eight times across row. 



Work Rows 1-6 of Eyelet Section.** 



Work Rows 1-32 of Chart D: Harvested Field four 
times, working 34-st repeat three times across row, 
then repeat Rows 1 -1 6 of Chart D once more. 

Transfer all sts to waste yarn or a spare needle. 

Second Half 

Work as for First Half to **. Break yarn leaving a tail 
approximately four times the width of the piece. 

Transfer live stitches from First Piece to a second 
needle. Holding wrong sides of the two sections 
together, graft the live sts of the two sections 
together, taking care to match tension. 

EYELET BORDER 



With RS facing, unravel provisional cast on from each 
cast on edge and place sts on spare needles. Using 
long circular needle, and beginning on row above 
cast on edge on one long side, *pick up and knit 
240 sts along edge, picking up slipped stitches plus 
one additional stitch for every 5th slipped stitch (by 
working once into each leg' of slipped stitch).

Rnd 1: PI, sm, yo, *purl to next marker, yo, sm, p2, 
sm, yo; repeat from * twice times more, purl to last 
st, yo, pi. 712 sts 

Rnd 2: Knit all sts, slipping markers. 

Rnd 3: Kl, *yo, k2tog; repeat from * to last st, knit last 
st of round together with first st of next round, sm. 
Rnd 4: Yo, knit to end. 

Rnd 5: Rep Rnd 1. 720 sts 
Rnd 6: (Kfbf) 3 times, * knit to 2 sts before next 
marker, (kfbf) 6 times; rep from * twice more, knit to 
last 3 sts, (kfbf) 3 times. 768 sts - 6 sts at each corner 
(between markers), 122 sts on each short side, 250 
sts on each long side. 

Rnd 7: Knit. 

Knit 6 sts of Rnd 8. Break yarn. 

Move all stitch markers 3 sts away from each corner, 
for 12 sts between markers. 

Keep sts on needle.

Pleasant Land Stole 




WAVE EDGING 

Using a provisional method with waste yarn and 
straight needles, cast on 19 sts. Change to working 
yarn and purl 1 row. 

Begin chart 

Begin working from Chart E over 19 sts on shorter 
needles, working the last st of every RS row together 
with the first live stitch of reserved stole sts in a ssk. 
This edging will consume 6 stole sts for every 12 row 
edging repeat. 

**Work Chart E to marker, ending after a WS row. 
Remove marker. 

Corner 

Row 1 (RS): Work to last st of chart, kl . 

Rows 2-4: Work as given on chart. 1 st dec'd from 
held sts 

Rep Rows 1-4 three times more. 8 corner sts rem 
Rep Rows 1-2 once more, then Rows 1-4 
once more. 



Rep last 6 rows three times more. 4 corner 
sts rem. 

Rep Rows 1-4 four times more. 

Rep from ** to three times more, ending after Row 12 
of Chart E. Break off yarn, leaving a long tail. Carefully 
unravel provisional cast on at start of Edging and 
transfer live sts to a separate needle. Holding wrong 
sides of edging together, graft live sts. 

FINISHING 

Soak stole in high quality wool wash for 15-20 
minutes, then rinse carefully and drain - do not 
wring out. 

Press between old towels to remove as much water 
as possible. Block out firmly using pins on a flat 
surface, pinning out each point of the 
Wave Edging. 

When completely dry, unpin and weave 
in all ends.

The workshops on offer suit all levels of knitter and the list of tutors 
include Debbie Abrahams, Jane Crowfoot, Carol Meldrum and Sue 
herself. The price of each course includes materials, all meals (with 
wine), outings to towns and transfers from La Rochelle airport. All 
you’ll have to pay for are entrance fees to museums and galleries, plus 
any refreshments outside your accommodation. 

These courses are very popular indeed, and it’s recommended you 
sign up quickly to knit in the tranquil settings of Sue’s stunning home. 





Knitting on the wild side 

Learn traditional Icelandic knitting , 
and have an adventure at the same time 

When you go on a Mountain Guide knitting tour, you’ll discover 
that there’s more to this crafty break than just learning to further 
your needle skills. Depending on the breakyou choose, knitting 
expert and designer Helene Magnussonwill immerse you in the 
various knitting traditions of Iceland with workshops and insights 
into the history of Icelandic yarncraft. Alongside the knitting, you’ll 
get the chance to explore a part of this diverse and interesting 
country with Helene who is also an experienced mountain guide. 

One tour, ‘Knitting and Hiking between Fire and Ice’ (pictured 
top, below) offers a trek up to the edge of a volcano, before passing 
between two glaciers and over a recently formed lava flow.

Once you’ve mastered the techniques you can start a lace 
shawl, beret or coffee pot cover. 

While knitting is the focus of the holiday, there’s also an opportunity 
to explore the surrounding area with visits to Cognac and a chance to 
try a tipple of the local drink, the port of La Rochelle and the Roman 
town of Saintes. Prices start at £675 based on two sharing and 
includes full board, workshops, excursions and transfers from the 
airport. You can be sure that it’ll be a completely relaxing week of 
guilt-free knitting. 



While knitting holidays aren’t justfor women, the majority 
of visitors and participants are women. Husbands and partners 
are often welcome to tag along, but tend to make use of other 
facilities of the area. Aware that some male knitters may feel 
intimidated by learning new skills in a class mainly populated by 
women, the organisers of Men’s Knitting Retreats saw a niche in 
the market. 

In May 2013, the Easton Mountain Retreat Centre, in Greenwich, 
NY (USA) will host a Retreat Knitting Workshop with classes 
on knitting, crochet and spinning in a tranquil and supportive 
environment. Past workshops have included toe-up socks, 
stranded knitting and spinning. When the hands need a rest, 
guests can relax in the hot tub or wood-burning sauna, watch a 
movie or partake in ‘show and tell’ with latest projects on display. 
The three-night stay at the lodge costs from $400 and includes 
meals, workshops and trips, and promises to be a hub of creativity.

The Hebridean Isles 
Trading Company are offering knitters the chance to create their own Colonsay Gansey, with expert 
tuition passing on traditional methods using local yarn. 

The three-day course includes all the materials needed to finish your own gansey, full-board 
accommodation, and transport to and from the ferry. You’ll also get the chance to meet the island’s flock 
of Hebridean sheep. Prices are from £599 per person.

Heel flap 

(Worked Flat) 

Row 1 (WS): SI1, pi 2, k2, p2, k2, p13, turn. 32 sts 
Row 2 (RS): SI1, (kl, sll) 6 times, p2, LT, p2, (sll, kl) 6 
times, kl, turn.

PATTERN NOTES 



The hat comes in three sizes: Small, Medium and 
Large. Medium is shown in the photos. 

Note: Each skyline chart is a bit different so use the 
correct chart for the size chosen. Placing a marker 
between the 2 charts will make it easier to discover 
any mistakes made as these charts are not 'repeats' 
so it is best to keep them separated. 

Remember to carry unused yarn colours behind 
work; don't create floats longer than 5 sts on the 
back of work as fingers will get caught in them when 
putting on or removing the hat.

Ponytail Tassel

from cardboard. 

Cut a 30cm/12in length of same colour as used 
in ponytail and tie firmly around the centre of 
the wrapped yarn. Cut the loops at either end 
of the tassel and shake it out. Trim tassel ends to 
desired length. Attach the tassel to the top of hat 
by threading one or both of the ends of the yarn 
just used to tie the center of the ponytail onto a 
tapestry needle * 

Leave at least 5cm/2in length between the top of 
the hat and the ponytail so that the ponytail will 
flop nicely. Secure to hat top with an anchor stitch. 

Alternately, crochet a chain from ponytail 
to top of hat, or use three 30cm/12in 
strands of yarn and braid ends 
together, knot at the end and attach 
knot to top of hat.

Drop a ladder 
to fix mistakes 



How often have you carried on knitting only to notice a mistake 
three or four rows below the one you re working on ? TECHknitter 
shows us how to fix it without having to undo your hard work 



O rdinary fabric is made from cut 
threads that are interwoven 
(fig 1). Once the threads have 
been cut, they cannot be 
re-arranged and cannot be reworked. By 
contrast, knitting is made from a single, 
uncut yarn looped into a continuous, 
interconnected web. In this web, every loop 
remains attached to the surrounding loops 
for the lifetime of the fabric. As a result, unlike 
weaving, knitting creates a much more 
interactive fabric. Most importantly, knitting 
has the capacity to be fundamentally re- 
worked by re-arranging its component loops, 
even long after those loops were first created.

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REWORKING KNITTED FABRIC 

» We all know that knitting can be unraveled 
and the yarn reworked into a whole new fabric. 
However, many mistakes can be fixed in a much 
less dramatic fashion, by unraveling only a 
selected portion of the fabric and reworking it 
back up to the ‘live’ row. This approach can save 
many hours of work.

COLUMNS 




Fig 2 In regular stocking stitch, the 
stitches lie in rows and columns 

» As the illustration (fig 2) shows, any single 
knitted stitch (red) lays with in a column (dark 
purple). If youVe ever had a ladder in a nylon 
stockingyou will already be aware of columns 
in knitting. When one stitch comes undone, 
the stitches below it are released from their 
interlocked state, and the yarn that links the 
columns lengthen and become what we’ll call in 
this feature the Yungs’ of the ladder. These rungs 
are shown in red on fig 3. You can fix errors made 
several rows earlier by purposely running out a 
ladder and fixing the error. You then re-latch the 
ladder, using a crochet hook, as shown.

MOVING A DECREASE 
TO ANOTHER COLUMN 

» Sometimes it’s easy to misread a pattern and 
place a decrease in the wrong place. At first the 
only way to fix this would be to rip out the rows, 
but it’s easy to unrun columns and rectify the 
mistake and move it to the left or right. 

In fig 4 the decrease (pink and blue) is in the 
wrongcolumn, and made the wrong way.

» Start by letting out a runner of the stitches 
involved fig 5. At the bottom of the ladder, 
move the decrease into the correct column. 
Then re-latch the columns, as shown in the 
following series.

GIANT RUNNERS 

Let down five or six columns 
of stitches to fix mistakes 

Sometimes, you might 
consider letting down giant 
runners to fix a problem. A 
common example might be to 
fix a mis-crossed cable. In such 
a case, rather than latching 
up column-by-column, you 
might choose to re-knit the 
runner, row-by-row, using short 
double-pointed needles of the 
same diameter as the original. 
The idea is to use a ladder-rung 
instead ofthe runningyarn as 
you re-knit, but otherwise knit 
the dropped stitches just as they 
were originally knit,right to left 
along the rows. As you work your 
way up a giant runner like this 
you must take care to use the 
next-highest rung as the yarn 
with which to knit the next row 
up. To make sure you don’t use 
rungs out of order, you might like 
to pin all the rungs out of the way 
with a stitch holder or safety-pin, 
releasing only the lowest rung 
before each row is to be re-knit. 
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DROPPED STITCHES 

A dropped stitch shows up as a loop on 
the fabric face, and is usually found by 
investigatingwhy the stitch count has gone 
off. Once found, have a look whether the 
dropped stitch ran out-whetheritcame 
unfastened from the row in which it was 
dropped and has lefta ladderinthe work. 

If so, catch the loop and latch it to the top of 
the ladder. Ifyou caughtthe dropped stitch 
right away, and the latching brings you to 
the current row, you have no problem. 
However, if, even after latching up any runs, 
the stitch remains several rows belowthe 
current round, you face a dilemma on the 
best way to proceed. 

It is usually possible to latch up the 
dropped stitch, usingthe rungs.Thistrick 
is an easy way to quickly restore the stitch 
count. However, forcing a column in where 
there was none before pulls slackyarn out 
of the adjoining columns. In otherwords, 
forcing in a column creates three tight 
columns, where there were two normal 
columns before. 

If the error was only a row or two down, 
the tight columns would be so short that 
they might not show, and this is especially so 
in a patterned fabric, or one knit in a 
variegated or thick-n-thin yarn, or in a lace 
yarn knit on large needles. However, in a 
firmly-knit fabric of smooth solid-colored 
yarn, where the stitch was dropped many 
rows before the knitter realized the 
problem, the longtight columns resulting 
from a forced latch-up would be 
distractingly evident. In a firm smooth fabric, 
the perfectionist’s way to fix the dropped 
stitch would be to unravel the fabric back, 
then re-knit. A less-sweepingfix, acceptable 
to all but the most pernickety, would be to 
thread a sharp pointed needle with yarn, 
and lightly but permanently tackthe 
dropped stitch to the inside fabric face. This 
prevents the dropped stitch from running 
out. Then, in the current row, correct the 
stitch count by adding a stitch. If knitting 
flat, add the stitch close to the edge of the 
fabric. If knitting in the round, add the 
stitch in the most inconspicuous spotyou 
canthinkof, under an arm, for example, 
would be a lot better spotthan on the bust 
of a sweater. Alternatively, you could simply 
acceptthatthe garment is now being knit 
with one fewer stitches and workthis into 
your shaping calculations; a single stitch 
difference is unlikely to affect the fit of any 
hand-knit garment. 



Using a crochet hook, correct the 
decrease into the other column (pink 
and red), then latch up the column above 
the relocated decrease (fig 6). So that 
you don’t lose the third stitch (blue) you 
could slip a safety pin through it to stop it 
unraveling further. Finally latch up the final 
column and carry on with your pattern.

MOVING AN INCREASETO 

ANOTHER COLUMN 

» Sometimes, the placement of an 
increase stitch can affect the overall 
design of your project. If you’ve put the 
make 1 increase (red) in the wrongcolumn 
(fig 8) between the blue and green stitch, 
you can move it to the correct position as 
indicated in fig 9 by the arrow, between 
the green and brown stitches.

» In order to rectify the mistake, let down 
a two-stitch ladder to release the increase 
stitch (fig 9).

» At the bottom of the ladder, the increase 
can now be moved where it belongs (fig 
10) by pulling on the rung of yarn that lies 
between the stitches indicated by brown 
and green.

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» Next, start by relatchingthe column that 
sits above the moved increase stitch (fig 11) 
using a crochet hook. You can put a safety pin 
through the other (green) stitch to prevent it 
runningfurtherasyou work. 

» Finally relatch the column above the other 
loose stitch and carry on working the pattern 
as instructed.

CATCHING APURLSTITCH 

» The previous illustrations show stitch- 
catching performed from the smooth (knit) 
face of a stockinette fabric. As fig 2, on page 
69 shows, this means that the stitch is caught 
from the back to the front. Because a purl is 
the opposite of a knit stitch, forming a purl on 
a ladder requires you to work in the opposite 
direction. Inotherwords, you must draw the 
loop from the front to the back, where a purled 
column of a kl, pi ribbing has been dropped, 
and is re-latched from the back.

ALTERNATING 

» When you have alternating rows of purls 
and knits (as in seed stitch, moss stitch 
and garter stitch) you must draw the rungs 
alternately from the opposite fabric faces, a 
purl (front to back) followed by a knit (back 
to front) and so on. Switching the crochet 
hook from back to front to back again 
quickly gets annoying, so you might like 
to add a double-headed crochet hookto 
yourtool kit (fig 14). With a double-headed 
hook, you can fix alternating-row fabrics 
without having to re-position the hook on 
alternating sides of the fabric for each rung 
latched up.

UNEVEN FABRIC 

Blocking is key after 
correcting mistakes 
using a runner 

When you’ve let out a runner 
(especially a giant runner) the 
re-latched fabric often looks 
uneven. However, if you have 
re-inserted the same number 
of columns asyou took out, 
this is the type of uneven-ness 
which can very reasonably be 
expected to disappear with a 
good blocking. 

Inotherwords, unless you 
have forced a column, the 
latching-up has not changed 
theyarn-to-column ratio, so the 
problem is not the amount of 
yarn, but its distribution. Luckily, 
yarn-distribution is the very 
problem which blocking is so 
good at correcting.

The pattern is worked sideways from tip to tip - 
don't be put off by the number of rows - the longest 
one contains 38 stitches. While the pattern is labelled 
as Intermediate, it is definitely within the capabilities 
of a beginner -you may just want to have a row 
counter handy.

Yarnwise speaks toAndrez Short who explains difficulties faced by Falkland 
Islands farmers and his new collaboration with The Natural Fibre Company 



he Swan Inlet Farm is run by Andrez and Ali 
Short and is located close to the main town of 
Stanley on the Falkland Islands. Although it is 
one of the smallest farms on the islands, they 
have a flock of sheep, breed pigs, have a small herd of cattle 
for milk and butter and grow vegetables. 

In order to make the farm earn money, Andrez and Ali 
have worked on a collaborative project with Blacker Yarns 
(based in Cornwall) to create a completely original newyarn 
from Falkland Islands wool. The fleece to make the wool 
comes from theirflockof Dunie Merino rams which are 
largely Merino and Corriedale crosses. 

FARMING FOUNDATIONS 

Andrez explains that he has worked on farms most of his life 
mainly asa mechanicand helping out with stock work 
when extra help was needed. However, when he, Alison and 
son Thomas returned from a sailing trip that lasted three 
years they knew they did notwantto live in a town. Alison 
went back into teaching but Andrez was unsure of what to 
do next. “We had spoken about having a small place in the 
countryside with the romantic ideal of the ‘good life' and 
about two weeks after arriving back. Swan Inlet came on 
the market. So we sold our boat and put the money towards 
a down payment and got a mortgage.” 

The Swan Inlet Farm is location in the middle of the East 
Falklands, which Andrez explains is about an hour from 
Stanley, the only town. The farm is also classed as a 
smallholding due to it being only 273 hectares. “Our 
nearest neighbours are the Military base some 1 5 minutes 
away and Goose Green which is a 1 57,000 hectare farm 
which has a small community most of whom are involved in 



the running the farm. Where we live is a very pretty location 
stretching for two milesupashallowvalleyonthesouth 
side of the mountain range that crosses the East Falkland’s 
from east to west. Our location also allows me to indulge in 
a little fishing when I goto move my animals as a trout river 
runs through the Valley. 

“Some people would consider the farm to be remote, 
particularly those not from here. It is a quiet lifestyle but not 
isolated. We still have broadband, television, a landline and

mobile phones, all very much normal household 
appliances. However there isn’t an electrical grid in the 
Falklands outside of Stanley due to distances so we all make 
our own power. We have a wind turbine that generates 95% 
of our requirements with a small diesel generatorfor back 
up. I like to recycle and do what I can to protect the 
environment while earning a living.” 

BUYING POWER 

With the Islands’ dramatic landscape it begs the question, 
what are the struggles they face on the farm? The difficulty 
here is the distance it takes to get to the international 
markets for both sellingand buying-this makesall imports 
expensive and we receive less for our exports. The land 
itself is a struggle too as the soil is acidic having a low pH Of 
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4.5. Beingan Island in the Atlantic we also geta lot of 
wind coupled with low rainfall (350mm peryear) and a 
short growing season makes for a lower production per 
hectare than is experienced in Britain for example. We 
have the only Managed Intensive Grazing system here 
utilising a software package developed in the Falklands 
to maximise the land we have.” 

Aside from the scientific elements to Andrez’s 
farming they do advocate a low stress animal policy/ As 
he explains, “When possible I move the animals by horse 
or on foot. I feel it’s more natural and less stressful for all 
concerned and atthe same time I geta better lookatthe 
pasture. It also means that I can more or less cross the 
river at any point rather than use the few vehicle 
crossings. Our 273 hectares is divided into 1 50 paddocks 
through which we rotate the animals and their records 
are kept on software specifically designed for us. Using 
this enables us to run four times more animals per 
hectare than other more traditional farms.” 

THE FIRST FLEECE 

So how did the joint venture with Blacker Yarns begin? 
Andrez explains that it was largely down to tourism.“l 
knew that we had a good product and there are very 
few Falkland products for sale to visitors here. I began 
contacting several processors in the UK but none 
could do the complete package. I came across the 
Natural Fibre Company and emailed them. After

making contact I sent over 50kg of fleece as a sample, 

which was then processed and I was pleased to say the 

results were good. At the same time I asked the owner, 

Sue Blacker, if she would be interested in a joint 

venture with them providing the processing and retail 

ofthe yarn while we would supply the fleece and also

seen a photo other! So trust is a very vital part of this 
jointventure.” 

When asking Andrez about his breed of sheep he 
explains he prefers to talk about ‘type’. They breed Dunie 
Merino rams which are largely Merino and Corriedale 
crosses. We get a contractor in to shear the pregnant 
ewes but I shear the young sheep for selection. Alison 
and Thomas help out by sorting the fleece and recording 
the data needed.” 

Going into further detail Andrez says that the “Wool is 
a fine merino quality with microns in the young sheep 
from 14 to 1 8 and in the adult 1 8 to 20. The wool is a soft 
handling and very white and there are no external 
drenches or pesticides applied to the sheep. If there’s 
any stress at lambing then any weakness in the wool will 
be atthe tip and not the middle, which is better for 
processing. Because the sheep have had their wool 
removed it means that if there is any inclement weather 
then they seeksheltertakingthe lambs with them. 
Otherwise the ewes would continue to graze while the 
lambs are exposed to the elements.” 

Blacker Swan yarn comes in four naturally coloured 
shades of pure white, ivory, fawn and grey yarn. The 
Falkland fleece has been blended with some wool from 
Sue Blacker’s black Blue-faced Leicester sheep and some 
Shetland moorit from Somerset to create these beautiful 
shades. There is also a colourful range of 13 over-dyed 
yarns named after the landscape and wild flowers that 
grow on the Falkland Islands, some of which are very rare. 
They include Golden Gorse, Orange Hawkweed, 

Lavender, Rich Sunset and a turquoise Sea Green. Andrez 
can’t take credit for the naming ofthe yarns however, as 
he admits Sue was responsible for this. “I posted over 
several nice illustrated books on the Falklands and photos 
that I had taken. It was from this that Sue got her 
inspiration. Mostgrowon our farm; the colour sunset was 
inspired from a photo I tookfrom my lounge window.” SI

Row 2 (RS): K9, work Row 3 of Cable Chart, knit 
to end. 

Row 3: (Pltbl, kl) 10 times, work next row of Cable 
Chart, (pltbl, kl) 4 times, pltbl. 

Row 4: K9, work next row of Cable Chart, knit to end. 
Rep Rows 3-4, continuing to work rows of Cable 
Chart in sequence, until 18 total 12-row repeats of 
Cable Chart have been worked (223 rows total from 
cast on). 

Separate for Keyhole 

Row 1: (Pltbl, kl) 10 times, turn and work following 
rows on these 20 sts only, placing last 21 sts on a 
stitch holder, if desired. 

Row 2: K20. 

Row 3 (WS): (Pltbl, kl) 10 times. 

Rep Rows 2-3 four more times. 

Break yarn and place these 20 sts on a stitch holder. 
With WS facing, rejoin yarn to sts from first stitch 
holder. Work on these 21 sts only as foil: 

Row 1: Work next row of Cable Chart, (pltbl, kl) 4 
times, pltbl. 

Row 2: K9, work next row of Cable Chart. 

Rep Rows 1-2 four times more, then rep Row 1 
once more. 

With RS facing, knit across first 21 sts, then knit across 
20 sts from holder. 

Continue Cables 

Row 1: (Pltbl, kl) 10 times, work next row of Cable 
Chart, (pltbl, kl) 4 times, pltbl. 

Row 2: K9, work next row of Cable Chart, knit to end. 
Rep Rows 1-2, continuing to work rows of Cable Chart 
in sequence, until six more 12-row repeats of Cable 
Chart have been worked, then rep Rows 1 -2 once 
more. 

Next row: *P1tbl, kl; rep from * to last st, pltbl. 

Next row: Knit. 

Rep last 2 rows twice more. 

Cast off.

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Loving Hands 

Lou Jaap talks to Yarnwise about her charity Loving Hands and 
how she has rescued knitted goodies from being stored away in a drawer 




est described in her own words, Lou 
Jaap tells us, “Loving Hands is a huge, 
wonderful family of knitters, crocheters 
and stitchers launched in 2007 after 
I helped out at a 24-hour charity knitathon. I 
was so impressed by the lovely ladies who had 
drawers filled with beautifully knitted garments 
and nobody to give them to that I decided to 
set up a local group. The members of Loving 
Hands knit, crochet or sew to help charities and 
individuals all over the world. We don’t make 
items to be sold in charity shops, but instead 
they go directly to where they are needed most 
and distributed to those in need. 

On 22 June 2007 1 sat in Kelty Community 
Centre in Fife and for the first few weeks it was 
just me. I began to blog about it on the Internet 
and suddenly people were coming on to the 
blog and asking if they could help out and if 
they could send me items for the charities I 
was supporting. Within a few weeks there were 
1 80 members all making things and sending 
them in and by this time a few more ladies were 
turning up for the local meeting. Five years 
down the line and Loving Hands has grown 



beyond my wildest dreams. There are now 
over 5,500 members from all over the UK and 
abroad, local groups are springing up in all 
corners of the country and those who cannot 
attend meetings or get to a member to hand 
over donations continue to send in their 
donations to the HQ.” 

A short while back one of the members 
described Loving Hands as a ‘clearinghouse 
for charities - this is a very apt description! 
Lou explains, “We have over 30 different 
charities listed at this time helping every 
need from burial items for tiny angels who do 
not survive, to coats for chickens and knitted 
breast models used to teach breast feeding. 
We do not give items to be sold for pennies in 
charity shops or to be stored in warehouses 
for long periods of time. Donating items to 
charities and never knowing if they arrived 
orwere even still needed had disillusioned 
so many members. I carefully vet every 
charity and individual before accepting them 
onto the list of approved organisations to 
give Loving Hands donations to. Members 
sending in parcels or boxes enclose a SAE or 



postcard so I can write thank you on it and 
return it to let them know it has arrived safely 
and photographs of the donations and letters 
of thanks from charities are posted onto the 
Loving Hands forum so members can all 
share in the fun.” 

However this is not the most wonderful 
thing about Loving Hands. “Both our 
members and myself know that the true 
wealth of this amazing band of big-hearted 
crafters is what it gives to the members 
themselves. Crafting is an amazing way to 
heal body and soul, people who are isolated, 
lonely, suffering from depression or mental 
illness, retired, sick and in pain can find a new 
purpose in life and a distraction from pain and 
illness. Letters and emails come in all the time 
saying that members have found a new lease 
on life, they look forward to getting up in the 
morning and get excited about the quarterly 
challenges I set to inspire and motivate them. 
New friendships have formed and members 
arrange holidays and trips to coincide with 
things like the Knitting Only show held in 
Scotland each spring. There have been an

ever growing number of members attending 
the show and the after-show dinner has 
proved to be a huge success with members 
from as far afield as Plymouth, Barra, Outer 
Hebrides and France coming together for it.” 
Another achievement came in a chance 
meeting at an airport As Lou explains, “We 
have had a huge influx of so called ‘fish and 
chip" baby jumpers and this soon escalated 
when one of our lovely older ladies from 
Glasgow called Margaret was sitting knitting in 
an airport and got talking to a church warden 
from Yorkshire called Barrie Atkinson. Barrie 
left Margaret with her pattern in his pocket 
and her story in his mind and put it in his parish 



Going forward, the plan, Lou tells us is to 
“have a register of places needing items and 
I can have it on our web site and forum with 
details of where to send items made for them. 

If any Yarnwise readers want to be involved with 
a charity or organisation who are trying to fill a 
need then all they need to do is email, write or 
phone me and I can add them to the register. 

Our ethos is that we only give items to 
charities/organisations or individuals who 
are taking them directly to where they are 
most needed and have their own staff on the 
ground to distribute them to those in need. 
That way I can always assure my members 
that their hard work is not ending up stored

then picked up by Women’s Guilds, Women’s 
Rural Institutes, Church groups, U3A, Mother’s 
Unions, RSVP projects. Even Sainsbuiys got 
in on the act and had thousands handed in 
which they gave to another church group in 
the north of Scotland for the Mercy Ship that 
sailed from MacDuff. Sainsbuiys has indicated 
that they would like to help out again and said 
they would ask their customers in the north of 
Scotland to make hats, scarves and gloves for 
all ages this time - always needed by so many 
of our charities and organisations. These 
would be taken to the Sainsbuys at Kinross 
ultimately so I could collect them to send on.”

• Acurrent challenge has been the 
Mama Bags for Greenfields Africa. The 
organisation encourages mums to 
attend maternity clinics before they have 
their babies . If they attend three clinics 
they are given a Mama Bag with basics 
for their baby including items such as 
soap and disposable gloves for the birth. 
The government does not supply these 
items and most babies will be born at 
home in mud huts. 



They have also donated knitted coats 
for the Dogs Trust that are put into 
Christmas boxes for the much loved pets 
of homeless people. 



• Anothertaskwas creating hats, 
balaclavas and fingerless gloves for 
Apostleship of the Sea that provide warm 
clothing, food and assistance to sailors 
who are often abandoned or get stuck in 
ports for months thousands of miles from 
friends and family. 



The group also knit scarves that go into 
donations for Operation Orphan, Priatelli, 
Blytheswood Care and Scotia Aid. 



• Some of the groups’ favourite 
challenges in the past have been 
workingonthe more unusual things. 

For example, they have made blankets 
for orphaned baby elephants and coats 
for battery chickens, to knitted breast 
models which are used to teach new 
mums how to breastfeed and express 
milk in UK hospitals and breastfeeding 
clinics.

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Stash control 

Rhian Drinkwater attempts to bring order to woolly chaos 



»K I ewyear, newstart- right? No, not 
I N gyms or healthy eating, but bringing 
some sense of organisation to the piles of 
ya rn that a re atte m pti ng to ta ke ove r my 
house. It always starts offwell-ordered, of 
course, but by the time a year has passed, 
newskeins 'I just had to buy’ are piled upon 
the chest of drawers, leftovers and half-knit 
balls are multiplying rapidly around the 
bookshelves, and project bags stuffed with 
works-in-progress I really will get backto 
very soon are lined up alongthe windowsill. 
Sound familiar? If so, join me for a bit ofnew- 
year organising and well be back in control 
beforeJanuaryisout.Won’twe? 

ADMITTHE PROBLEM 

The first step is to acknowledge the full scale 
of the problem. Choose a time when you 
have the house to yourself, clear a decent 
section of floor space, and get everything 
out. Yes, everything. You’ll never getthis 
done ifyouYe hiding skeins of 4ply behind 
the TV. Once it’s all in front ofyou, you need 
to sort through it, skein by skein and ball by 
ball. Are you still as in love with it as you were 
when you bought it? Did you acquire a bag 
ofwool from someone else’s clearoutthat 
you would never have chosen foryourself? 
Ifyou’ve got the space and the time to knit 
it all, then that’s fine -but if realistically it’s 
nevergoingto be the nextthingyou pick up 
to knit, then it’s time to clear it out. The same 
goes for leftovers. Honestly- will you use 
them? Are you making a Beekeeper’s Quilt, 



ora mitred square blanket? Or were you so 
sickofthat colour by the timeyour jumper 
wasfinishedthatyou’ll never pick it up again? 
As before, the key is to be realistic. Make a 
separate pile of everything you’re getting rid 
of, then turn backto the yarn you’re keeping. 

Nowyouneed to look atyour storage. 

Can you fit everything you have left into 
the boxes, drawers and designated shelves 
you have available? If not, then you need to 
organise more storage or cull more yarn, 
unlessyou like the lookof balls ofwool 
alongthe top of bookshelves. I love Really 
Useful Boxes for yarn as they close tight, 
stack well and are clear so I can see inside, 
but use whatever works for you. 

Next, decide howto best divide up 
your collection. I havea/ofofsockyarn, 
which helpfully only needs to be stored in 
single skeins, sol use my smaller boxes to 
organise this. One box for leftovers (I really 
am making a Beekeeper’s Quilt), one for 
Laughing Yaffle yarn (my favourite dyer, so 
I have, ahem, rather a lot of this) and a 
couplefor everything else. Then the larger 
box can be used for bigger yarn, and sets of 
skeins that need to stay together. 

Now, ifyou’re anything like me, you’ve 
probably discovered a few- or more - 
skeinsyou’d completely forgotten about. 
This is the perfect opportunity to match 
them up with a pattern and get to work 
movingthem out of your stash and into 
completed projects. Just watch outyou 
don’t cast on a million hatsandend up 



having an under-control yarn stash and an 
out-of-control WIPs pile. 

FINISH WHAT YOU STARTED 

Speaking ofworks in progress, of course, this 
is also a good time to digthem all out and 
assess them. Are you avoidingfinishingthat 
cardigan because you’ve realised you really 
hate the cables? Rip it back. Are you putting 
off those socks because you’re scared of 
grafting the toes? Find a knittingfriend for 
moral support and guidance, grityourteeth 
and get it done. Once you’re down to a few 
ongoing projects, store them carefully. I’m 
really lucky to have some hanging storage 
(pictured) handmade in some gorgeous 
brightfabrics, but a standard shoe hanger 
or similarwould also work perfectly. This 
depends on the size ofyou r projects of 
course -the super bulky jumper for my 
husband is still in a bag atthe end ofthe sofa! 

Now, one last step before you put 
everything away- guard against moths. 

I sprinkle cedar blocks liberally throughout 
my boxes, and most of them seal tightto 
help keep things out. Once that’s done, 
you can organise everything back into its 
designated spot. When you’re putting it all 
backthough, be careful - please don’t do 
what I did and knockthe lid off a box halfway 
up the stairs. It gets messy...
